Not many 
heating people wonld think of pa- 
tronizing a deaf doctor, unless he 
was known to have accomplished 
miracles. All the deaf hereabouts 
would undoubtedly patron ice him, 
but the state of health of the deaf 
iu general would hardly make it 
profitable.

William CextOft, "The 
Father of English Literature," was 
an all MOUnd printer The list of 
other brilliant men who were 
practical piinteis includes snoh 
names as N. P. Wills, P Morris, 
Innis Gates, Horace Greeley, 
Charles Dickeus, James Bnokanan, 
Simon Cameron and Schuyler Col- 
To read the history and pro- 
gress of these leaders is to realise the 
fact that a printing office is a won- 
derful "Prep" School. 

Shall the world ever forget suoh 
names as Mark Twaiu, Bret Harte, 
Artemus Ward, Amos Cumminirs, 
Sir Lovingood and Petroleum V. 
Na8l>y? All were good printers, 
and in their writings they often de- 
lighted iu referring to their print- 
shop experience. Not a few Gov- 
ernors of the States had been jour- 
neymen printers, and several of 
them master printers. The list of 
United States Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress who hail worked in 
Diluting offices is of no meau length.

Where American Doug-b boys Won 
Eternal Olory 

It Is doabtful whether the po- 
pular imagination of the American 
people has ever been more greatly 
stirred than it was over the battle of 
Chateau-Thierry and the tremendous 
Marne offensive. It would be diffi- 
cult to find any American who is 
not to some degree conversant with 
this engagement, and who has not 
thrilled with national pride at the 
remarkable exploits of the doughboy 
here, during his baptism of real 
fighting. It was with this same 
sentiment that we also went to this 
front, to see for ourselves what it 
looked like now after the years, 
writes Corliss Hooven Griffis in the 
Philadelphia Ledger. 

It seemed a little bit strange to us 
that we could cross the Marne river 
just as readily as any other steam. 
Somehow it was to us a sort of a sa- 
cred thing, a river above any other 
river in history. The first sight of it 
gives an American a memorable thrill, 
as he pictures the mighty events 
which have occurred on its banks. 
And his heart beats even faster when 
be gazes across at Chateau-Thierry. 
It is hard to conceive, as he stands 
on the banks, that here is the exact 
spot where America stopped the 
German onrush and saved the world 
Chateau -Thierry was never so thor- 
oughly devastated by shell-fire as 
some of the other towns in the vicin- 
ity, so that it is in fairly good shape 
now. The streets are crowded with 
busy people again, and life has re- 
turned so nearly to normal it does 
not seem possible that the marks of 
machine gun bullets on the walls of 
the houses could have been made 
only a few years ago. But to the 
American it is the battle only which 
remains in his mind, and his as- 
sociations are more of the spirit than 
of the immensity of the engagement 
at this point. It is unforgettable to 
stand by the river and look upon the 
very ground from which an appalled 
and almost despairing world received 
its first message of hope in those 
dreadful days of June, 1918. 
Brilliant Fbat op Arms. 
Here American troops rushed into 
the face of the, advancing German 
with all of the impetuous enthusiasm 
of youth, and wrested an astounding 
victory from what seemed certain de- 
feat. It was not the first engage- 
ment for the Americans, nor was 
it the best planned ; and Chateau- 
Thierry certainly was not the great- 
est battle, yet it can fairly be called 
the most brilliant feat of American 
arms. 

One part of this battlefield which 
has a peculiar hold on the American 
heart is Belleau Wood. So far as 
that is concerned, is famous all over 
France as well. As one advances in 
that direction every landmark ap- 
pears in some way to be associated 
with the American Army, especially 
as part of the historic battleground 
of the Second Division. On the way 
to Belleau we passed through the 
ruins of Vaux and Bourgesches, 
both villages having been captured 
by this division during the fighting 
of June and July. 

It was remarkable, however, to me 
the way in which the actual scares of 
war are being removed from this sec- 
tion of the country. The fields for 
the most part have been put in such 
excellent shape again that one won- 
ders how this can have been achiev- 
ed. The signs of the shelling are be- 
coming scarce, since the majority of 
the innumerable holes have been fill- 
ed up and eliminated. Of course, the 
dead trees and splintered forests are 
still to be seen, and the ruins of 
walls and houses do not allow you to 
mistake the region for any thing else 
but the battlefield that it was. 
Nevertheless, the whole countryside 
is not now torn up in everything like 
the same degree that it is around 
Verdun. 

AT BSLLBAO WOOD. 

The battle of Belleau Wood can 
never be adequately appreciated 
until the place itself has been seen. 
The terrain is not only most un- 
usual, it is extraordinarily difficult ; 
thickly timbered, and of a rugged, 
icy formation, it differs from any 
other battleground that we have 
visited in France. In fact, it was 
over just such ground as this that 
the battle of Gettysburg was fought 
in the Civil War. In these woods, 
between the great boulders which 
are strewn about everywhere, occur- J 
red day after day the most savage of 
band-to-band fighting. Positions 
were taken, lost and retaken, until 
in the end the whole of the little for- 
est remained in the bands of the 
Americans. 

From Belleau Wood we roamed 
over various parts of the battlefield, 
sometimes in the sector of one divi- 
sion and sometimes in that of another. 
It wasdifficult — toodifficult, in fact — 
to follow the progress of the various 
divisions over the battlefield. Suf 
ficfent for us that, although we 
knew the First, Second, Third, 
Fourth and Twenty-sixth divisions 
were all engaged here at the begin- 
ning, and that later the Twenty- 
eight, Thirty-second and Seventy- 
seventh divisions gallantly contin- 
ued the fighting, they were all heroic 
Americana,

He was a bright and promising 
child, but at the age of five years 
he contracted a malignant-form of 
scarlet fever, which left him with 
his hearing entirely destroyed, and 
not being able to hear, he soon 
ceased talking, and became a deaf- 
mute. He attended a deaf-mute 
school in Philadelphia, Pa., for six 
years. Very early in life he deve- 
loped marked talent in art, and later 
became a portrait painter of ability, 
in- the city of Pittsburgh, Pa., where 
he had his studio for a number of 
years. The latter part of his life 
was spent in the home of his brother, 
John McB. Donaldson, of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., except of the last two 
years of bis life, which was spent in 
the borne of his brother, Thomas R. 
Donaldson, near Midway, Pa., where 
he seemed happy and content, at- 
tending to the lighter farm duties. 
Andrew Donaldson loved the house 
of God, and was always fsithful in 
attendance on all church duties. 
He was a member of the Pittsburgh 
Reformed Presbyterian Church. 
Rev. T. H. Acheson being his 
Pastor, Mrs. Keith being interpreter 
for the deaf. Although being a 
deaf-mute, he was a man of fine in- 
tellect, and was very inch a Chris- 
tian gentleman And we could not 
but feel when we knew that the sum- 
mons of death was near: " Blessed 
are the dead that die in the Lord 
from henceforth ! Yea saith the 
spirit, that they may rest from their 
labors, and their works do follow 
them."
